in the revamping of the 


entire 
Esch-Cummins railroad law 


to put "tecljh" in it. 


"It is obvious we can never have 


the i proper sort of railroad regula- 
tion until we have consolidation into 
a few compact systems so that rates 
may be intelligently made," Cum- 
mins said. 


"Under the present situation the 


I. C. C. in its efforts to determine 
what is a fair and just rate for ev- 
erybody, simply has to go groping 
blindly -and decide on some rate or 
other. It is impossible to fix a, rate 
upon the basis of knowledge that.it 
would be fair to all alike". If the 
roads were consolidated into a small 
number of systems it would .be en- 
tirely 
possible in my 'opinion 
to 


make rates which would result in 
virtually equivalent returns- ,;tp all 
railroads like. 
Now , the rate that 


would bring one road'a return of 20 
percent might force another, road to 
ask for, a receiver."
